of the (Coswaniat Governtwmt?) of Yugoslavia. 

am of 10 day 1951 we arc organised against the doverrasent of Tirana and 
have a published and staple programs the overthrow of the government of 
buyer HOXRA , tin constitution of a democratic government and a state 
independent end inviolate within it# border# (naturally those of today). 
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Proa that date and up to the present, the activity of the heads of the 
organ! cation, formally elected by tin, is invisible, while the tactics 
are always the saae as before. 

All the activity of the worker* who are sent across the border le the eaaei 
the struggle against the Communists there (this is how the direotlvee 
are given) and propaganda among them) invitations to o om here (if they 
are in danger >j the others also are accepted and especially these who 
have a name and a certain influence, lor the no s e nt they do not sake 
any ideological and party distinctions, even if the activity ia controlled, 
the sources end persons are exploited. 

Every activity or initiative 1# a privilege ana in the hands of the secret 
state organa. They find many elements among ua who, Merely because they 
are well treated, consent to serve without knowing the scope of the 
service, Generally these persons are responsible members of groups. 



Recently they showed extraordinary attention to the activity there tod 
especially to the for nation of resistance groups of parachutists. 



With this nsssage, I add the declaration that they are not against any 
party which fights HOXRA, Enver j thus, the excellent reception of even 
yorar most roce t groups, about whieh I hope you have been informed. 

The Yugoslav l:»verBWsnt desires collaboration but, as far aa I know, with 
the aaniailatlon of the others without giving too touch freedom. 
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this li, I thiak, tftfc principal «4 ji sf ita* collaboration ainee, la 
•kbstsace* it do** not work oak bet only,aa at first, with tbs mm 
psreome sad not wvea with yetr principle*. 

Perhaps the Yugoslav flevanwsat would like to haw* a contact to win 
over til those who are there, but only after having rreparsd tbs ground 
in such a way that then* are neither rivals nor adversaries in its part* 

This demonstrates the fact of separation of the various elements 
and the Isolation of the o there with ttiatr own blocs or with their earn 
loyal collaborators. 

Every action from there into Albania or in the international political 
field is badly viewed by the Yugoslavs. Yugoslavia would like the liber** 
tion of Albania as it* own privilege. 

' Twit is the ala of all this philanthropise with us and with the other 
parties? They are unable to demonstrate it with much proof $ only, 
according to ay point of view, a think that the Jugoslav Oovwrnment want# 
to have the right of liberating Albania in which It w uld fora it a "own* 
f ’ovo rn w ent (which would resemble that which existed before the '‘.©solution 
of 19ii6) which would not have any deonnds. 

It would like the boundaries between Albania and Yugoslavia to be 
eatabllshsd and that no difficulties or formalities exist for the passage 
from one state to the other. It would like us to feel no longer any 
n : staled* for our country but instead to request closer ties and relations 
as if we were one single stats* 

1 cannot ascertain if our Isadora laws given any promises of that sort, 
at if among our leaders there are el© a sent a which, for personal edition, 
would be ready to do anything, whatever it is. therefore, the healthy 
and honest elements among us beg and demand of you, more than of the 
others, that you taka interest in the matter, that our ethnical rights 
for tomorrow m y he defended in the international field and that, 
together with our liberation, we my also gain that which belong* to 
us as a national** as a race. 

Herein, I think should lie your greatest political activity, sines we 
ore unable to see better, nor do we have any other possibilities because 
we are incapable and assimilated ...... *w expect so ouch from you a n d 

from our other friends. Permit a* bo say this to you: Do not write 

to anyone who is not influential In political questions of great impor tames 
and, even more, do not mention in your letters the names of any persons 
who write or any otters, strum each relationship of that type may become 
comprofldsint' and dangerous. You, Shan, know the importance of these 
tilings, therefore I politely beg you, together with our other friends, 
to be very reserved politically with friends residing in these parts* 

As regards private correspondence, it in natural that it ha* nothing 
to do wj th the above.

Try to prepare a contact and a diplomatic accord with the Yugoslav 
Government and possibly aleo with us, taking care not to be as iailated, 
but to asaiwilato, remembering and studying well the things I have 
raentiewed above, I t ank that it is in the interests of the country to 
work with our foroee coordinated eir.ee Albania axpeets touch of you, and 
also something of us, although w© are poor md less capable of action. 

I will writs you often, for today, I cordially greet you, along with 
your family and collaagues, one by bne.
